the oldest newspaper in the county, 
but the form of The Freeman was 
letamed because of its greater beau- 
ty and convenience. The circulation 
of the new publication was claimed 
to be the largest of any weekly news- 
paper In New York state outside of 
the Metropolis.

FIFTY YEARS AGO. 


The Daily Freeman is fifty years 


old today. The rreertan floes not at- 
tempt to sing Us own praise; It 
would require too much time and be- 
sides would deprive our subscribers 
and advertisers of much of their 
pleasure. Instead of issuing a special 
anniversary number, which Is done 
by some publications, The Freeman 
is content to present to its readers a 
word picture of the two villages 
which now comprise the city of King- 
ston as It Is presented by the first is- 
sue of The Daily Freeman, October 
18, 1871. What did people talk about 
at that time?

burgh, appears for 
defendant, 
ex- 


plained to the court that the defend- 
ant. DeMarco. has judgment against 
Apuzzo for $291 and Guiseppi Apuz- 
zo dared not appear in court. 
This 


judgment is the outcome of another 
action which was tried in Newburgh. 


Antonio Apuzzo testified that De- 


Marco came to his farm in Ardonia 
in Octoer. 1920. and wanted to buy 
grapes. 
He and 
his 
brother had 


grapes to sell and a contract was en- 
tered into. 
DeMarco was to pur- 


chase the jrrapes. which were esti-i 
mated at about 15 tons, at ,1110 a 
ton. He paid a deposit of $100 down 
and began taking away the grapes.
